There arc a good 
many people who, frightened by the ruthless march 06 fed* 
oral centralization, are resolved to hold onto such local gov- « 
crnment AH they may. 


This newspaper, we hardly need to add, is on their side. 


But the Icrms by which we can retain local government are 
definitely fixed. Wo have said so before, and we repeat 
now: Powers of local government will be retained only 
in proportion to the share of the cost of special services we 
arc willing or able to pay.
